After giving a detailed account of the development of unemploy- 
ment insurance from its earliest beginnings, the study presents an 
exhaustive analysis of all the major aspects of this important branch 
of social insurance, both from the point of view of its underlying 
principles and by means of a precise comparison, in tabular form, 
of the various schemes in operation throughout the world.

record keeping, receiving of claims, adjudication of claims, and 
payment of benefits).

expenditure ; average annual social security receipts and expenditure per head 
of population ; indices of annual average receipts and expenditure per head of the 
total population ; indices of annual average benefit expenditure per head of the 
total population ; distribution of social security expenditure among the different 
schemes ; distribution of social security receipts according to origin ; distribution 
of receipts of social insurance and family allowance schemes according to source. 


Appendices. 

Some countries (Argentina, Brazil, Colombia, Costa Rica, Greece, Haiti, 
Hungary, India, Iran, Spain and Viet-Nam) submitted only incomplete or frag- 
mentary information on the financial operations of their social security systems. 
These countries were not included in the international comparisons ; however, as 
the data submitted were of considerable interest it was decided to publish them 
in a summarised form as an annex to the present study.
